DELHI URBAN ART COMMISSION (TERMS AND OON- 

DjITIONS OF SERVICE) REGULATIONS 1993 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (i) of 
Section 27 read with sub-section (3) of Section 9 of the Delhi 
LTrban Art Commission Act, 1973 (1 of 1974), the Delhi 
Urban Art Commission with the previous approval of tbo 
Central Government, hereby makes the following Regulation, 
namely : 

PART-I GENERAL 
Short title and Commencement ; 

1. (i) The regulations may be called the Delhi Urban Art 
Commission (Terms and Condition® of Service) Regulation** 
1993. 

(ii) These regulations shall come or be deemed to hav* 
come into force in full or in part on such date as may be 
prescribed by the Delhi Urban Art Commission. 

Application : 

2 . These regulations shall apply to every employee of the 
Commission, provided that the Commission may, by order 
exclude any class or group of employees from the operation of 
all any of these regulations. 

Definitions : 

3. (a) "Act” means the Delhi Urban Art Commission Act, 
1973 (1 of 1974), 

(b * "Administrative Officer” means the Administrative Offi¬ 
cer of the Delhi Urban Art Commission. 

(c) “Appointing Authority” in relation to an employee of 
the Commission means : 

(i) the Authority empowered to make appointments to 
the group of posts in which that employee is for the 
time being employed; or 

(ii) the Authority empowered to make appointments to 
the post which the employee for the time being 
holds; or 

(iii) the Authority which appointed the employee to such 
grade or post, as the case may be; 

which ever authority is the higher authority. 

(d) "Commission” means the Delhi Urban Art Commission, 

(e) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Commission 

(f) “Continuous service” means uninterrupted regular ser¬ 
vice but shall include such service as is interrupted by authori¬ 
sed leave. 

(g) “Employee” means any person 'in the whole time oc 
part" time employment of the Commission (excludng the 
Chairman and Full-time Member of the Commission and those 
employed on casual basis) and shall include all those persons 
whoso services are placed on temporary deputation with the 
Commission and those whose services are placed by the Com¬ 
mission at the disposal of any other authority. 

(i) “Secretary” means the Secretary of the Commlsaio* 

(j) “Year” means a financial year, 
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Saving ; 

4. (i) Nothing lin these regulation shall affect the appoint¬ 
ments already made on regular basis to the posts in the Com¬ 
mission and the appointments, for all purposes, shall be 
deemed to have been made under these regulations. 

(UV-Nothing in these regulations shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of per¬ 
sons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Govt, from time to time in that regard. 

Powers to relax : 

5. The Commission may relax the provisions of any of 
these regulations in any case in which but for such relaxation 
the regulation would operate harshly, or the Commission is 
of the view that such relaxation is necessary in exceptional 
ctrCuinstances for reasons to be recorded in writing : 

Provided that no relaxation as aforesaid shall be made by 
the Commission in respect of any officer appointed by the 
Central Government. 

Interpretation . 

6. If any doubt arise as to be meaning or application of 
these regulations or any of them, the matter shall be referred 
to the Chairman of the Commission whose decision shall be 
tinaL 

Delegation of powers : 

7. The Commission may, by general or special order, direct 
that any power exercisable by it under these regulations 
(except the powers in regulation (5) and this regulation), 
subject to such conditions, if any, as may be specified in the 
order, be exercisable also by such officer or authority as may 
be specified in the order. 

Salaries and allowance of employees : 

8. The employees of the Commission shall draw salaries 
in the scale of the post held by them as mentioned in Schedule 
(apnexed hereto) or in the scales ol pay of posts that may 
be added to the Schedule from time to time or in scales as 
may be revised from time to time with the prior approval of 
tfie Govt. They will draw, allowances as may be determined 
by the Central Government from time to time. 

Grant of leave : 

9. In the matter of grant of leave, the employees of the 
Commission shall be governed by the Central Civil Services 
(Leave) Rules, 1972, as applicable to the employees of the 
Central Government and orders issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment thereunder from time to time. 

Seniority 

10. Seniority of the employees of the Commission shall be 
governed by* the orders issued on the subject by the Central 
Government from time to time. 

Superannuation : 

11. The age of superannuation for Group ‘A’, ‘B’ & ‘C* 
employees shall be 58 years, provided that, in the interest of 
the Commission’s work, the Chairman may grant extension to 
employees in Group ‘C* up to the age of 60 years. In case 
of Group ‘D’ employees the age of retirement on superannua¬ 
tion shall be 60 years. All cases for grant of extension of 
service of employees holding Group ‘A’ or Group ‘B’ posts 
beyond 58 years shall be placed before the Commission for 
cor. si deration. 

Conditions of service : 

12. Unless expressly provided for in these regulations to 
the contrary, the other terms and conditions of service of the 
officers and employees of the Commission shall be governed 
as far as may be by the Fundamental and Supplementary 


Rules, General Financial Rules, Central Service (Temporary 
Service) Rules, 1965, Central Civil Service (Medical atten¬ 
dance) Rules 1944, H.B.A. Rules, DFP Rules and by orders 
and decisions issued by the Central Government under those 
rules from time to time as applicable to the employees of the 
Central Government. 

Conduct : ■ 

13. Unless expressly provided for in these regulations t» 
the contray, the conduct of the employees of the Commission 
shall be governed mutatis mutandis by the COS (Conduct) 
Rules, 1964 and by orders and decisions issued by the Central 
Government under those Rules from time to time as applicable 
to the employees of the Central Government. 

Classification, control and appeal : 

14. Unless expressly provided for in these regulation to the 
contrary, the C.C.S. (CCA) Rules, 1965 of the Central Go¬ 
vernment and orders and decisions issued by the Central 
Government thereunder from time to time shall be applicable 
to the employees of the Commission mutatis mutandis . 

14.1 Classification of Posts : 

All posts under the DUAC shall be classified as follow* :— 

1. A post carrying a pay or a scale of pay with a maxinauaa, 
of not less than Rs. 4,000—Group ‘A’. 

2. A post carrying a pay or a scale of pay with maximum 
of not less than Rs. 2,900 but less than Rs. 4,00c 1 —Group ‘B\ 

3. A post carrying a pay or a scale of pay with the maxi¬ 
mum of over Rs. 1,150 but less than Rs. 2,900—Group ‘C\ 

4. A post carrying a pay or a scale of pay the maximum of 
which is Rs. 1,150 or less—Group *D\ 

Note : The post of Assistant and Senior Stenographer in 
the scale of Rs. 1,400-2,600 will, however, be termed as 
Group ‘B* posts. 

14.2 Appinting Authority : 

(1) All appointment to posts maximum of the scale of 
which is Rs. 3,500 or above shall be made by the Chairman 
with the prior approval of the Central Government. 

(it) All appointments to posts in Group ‘C’ shall be made 
by the Secretary. 

(iii) All appointments to posts in Group ‘D’ shall be made 
by the Administrative Officer. 

)4.3 Disciplinary Authority : 

1. The Chairman may impose on an employee any of the 
penalties specified in Rule 11 of the CCS (CCA) Rules, 1965. 

Provided that before imposing any penalties mentioned lin 
Clauses (v) to (ix) of Rules 11 of the CCS (CCA) Rules, 
1965 on an employee hilding a post in the time scales of pay 
the maximum of which is more than Rs. 2,900 he shall obtain 
the' prior approval of the Central Government. 

(2) With out prejudice to the provisions of sub-regulation 
(1), any of the penalities specified in Rule 11 ibid may be 
imposed on an employee by the appointing authority or by 
any other authority empowered in this behalf by a general or 
special order of the Commission. 

Explanation : 

Where an employee holding a post of any group is promo¬ 
ted, whetner on probation or temporarily, to a post of a next 
higher group, he/she shall be deemed for the purpose of this 
regulation, to hold the post of such higher group. 

14.4 Authority to institute proceedings : 

(1) The Chairman may (a) institute disciplinary proceed- 
ina against any employee; (b) direct a disciplinary authority, 
where he himself is not the disciplinary authority, to institute 
proceeding against any employee on whom that disciplinary 
authority is competent to impose any of the penalties specified 
in Rule 1 1 of the CCS (CCA) Rules, 1965. 
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(2) A disciplinary authority competent to impose any of 
the penalties specified in clauses (i) to (iv) of Rule 1.1 ibid 
may insalute disciplinary proceedings against any employee 
for the imposition of any of the penalties specified in clauses 
(v) to (Lx) of Rule 11 ibid not withstanding that such discip¬ 
linary authority is not competent under the regulations to 
impose any of the latter penalties, 

14.5 Appellate Authority : 

(1) An employee, including a person who has ceased to he 
in the employment of the Commission, may prefer an appeal 
against all 01 any of the orders specified in Rule 23 of the 
CCS (CCA) Rules, 1965, to the authority specified by a gene¬ 
ral or special order of the Commission and were no such 
authority is specified—(i) where such employee is or was hold¬ 
ing a Group A post or Group B post or Group C post, (a) to 
the appointing authority where the order appeared against is 
made by an authority subordinate to it. or f'b) to the Commis¬ 
sion where such order is made by any other authority; (iT 
where #uch employee is or was bolding a Group D post, to the 


authority tc which the authority making the order appealed 
against is immediately subordinate. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regulation 
(1)—(i) an appeal against an order in common proceeding 
shall (ic to the authority to which the authority functioning 
ns the disciplinary authority for the purpose of that pro¬ 
ceeding is immediately subordinate: (ii) where the person 
who made the order appealed against becomes, by virtue of 
subsequent appointment or otherwise, the appellate autho¬ 
rity jji rt^pecl of such order, an appeal agniinst such order 
shall He to the authority to which such person is immediately 
subordinate. 

15.Pi evident Fund : 

The employees of the Commission shall continue to be 
governed bv the DU AC employees C.P.F. Regulation* 1980. 
The employees working on deputation basis shall continue to 
bo go\erncJ by the Provident Fund Rules of their Parent 
Depots.
